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‘Smart’ lights to cut 
town centre traffic 


A SERIES of'smart'traffic 
lights are being installed 
at key traffic blackspots 
in Northampton town 
centre as part of a bid to 
free-up congestion. 

The work, which will not 
be completed until April, will 
see traffic lights which can 
monitor traffic flows and de¬ 
tect when buses are coming 
installed at four key junctions 
in The Mounts, Regent Square 
and St Andrew’s Road. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s cabinet member 
for roads, Councillor Heather 
Smith {Con, Prebendal ) said 
she hoped the new lights 
would free-up traffic and make 
getting around Northampton 
town centre easier. 

She said: “The increase in 
population and car owner¬ 
ship has placed a strain on the 
town’s transport infrastruc¬ 
ture and, in particular the 
road network. 

“But this project aims at al¬ 
leviating the traffic pressures 
on Northampton by a variety 
of methods, from improving 
traffic flow to facilitating the 
use of alternative modes of 
transport. 

“This is the final stage of 
this project. We’re seeing the 
transformation of Gladstone 


Road taking place now and 
together these works should 
bring about a tangible im¬ 
provement.” 

Funding for the roadworks 
project has come from the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Phase one of the scheme in¬ 
cludes work currently being 
carried out at Upper Mounts 
and in nearby St Michael’s 
Road. 

The second phase of the 
project will see improvements 
made at Regent Square, while 
phase three will see work at 
Lower Mounts close to York 
Road and the final phase will 
include work in St Andrew’s 
Road close to Grafton Street. 

The new lights which will be 
installed at the junctions have 
been described as ‘the latest 
thing in traffic light technol¬ 
ogy’ • 

They can pick up messages 
from sensors placed on buses 
and give them priority to get 
through the traffic. 

They can also compare the 
amount of queuing traffic on 
different roads and give prior¬ 
ity to the roads which have the 
most congestion. 

To help minimise the im¬ 
pact of the works to install the 
lights, the council has said it is 
planned to carry out most of 
the work after 7pm.

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Staff revolt 
on academy 



THE majority of teachers 
at The Duston School in 
Northampton are against 
plans to convert to acad¬ 
emy status and want the 
school to stay under local 
authority control. 

The governing body of the 
school has put in an application to 
the Department for Education to 
acquire the ‘freedom of academy 
status’, which means the school is 
independent and not maintained 
by the local authority 

But staff at the school who are 
members of the NUT, NASUWT 
and ATL teaching unions, be¬ 
lieved to be most of the teachers, 
were against the change and be¬ 
lieved that academy status could 
undermine their pay and condi¬ 
tions. 

The staff recently held a joint 
union meeting and voted unani¬ 
mously, apart from one teacher 
who did not vote, for a resolution 
asking for the status quo to be 
maintained at the school. 

Pat Markey, secretary of the 


Northampton NUT, said: “The 
unions believe the evidence from 
this country and from abroad is 
that academies, charter schools 
and free schools do not improve 
attainment overall, and increase 
the segregation and exclusion of 
the poorest and most disadvan¬ 
taged children. 

“The Duston School already 
has the freedom and autonomy 
to enable it to deliver the highest 
quality of teaching and learning, 
and that this teaching and learn¬ 
ing is best delivered as part of the 
local family of schools, and ad¬ 
ministered through a democrati¬ 
cally accountable and elected lo¬ 
cal authority.” 

Mr Markey said union mem¬ 
bers at the school also believed 
that academy status would under¬ 
mine the local authority, break 
up common admission arrange¬ 
ments, damage local democratic 
planning of school places and 
redirect hundreds of millions of 
pounds that could be spent on 
supporting existing schools 

The unions have called on the 


governing body to carry out a 
period of “meaningful” consulta¬ 
tion prior to any decision being 
made about any changes to the 
status of The Duston School. 

Gordon White, county secre¬ 
tary of the NUT, said that if the 
governing body refused to with¬ 
draw the application the next step 
for the unions could be to take a 
ballot on the option of strike ac¬ 
tion. 

Mr White said: “Strike action 
is one of the options open to all 
members. 

“They will give the governing 
body time to respond and if they 
are not happy with that response 
they can propose a ballot to see 
if there is support for strike ac¬ 
tion.” 

Ros Clayton, chair of the gov¬ 
ernors at The Duston School, 
said: “We have agreed to take the 
teaching unions’ views into con¬ 
sideration. 

“We will consider all aspects 
that are relevant to going for¬ 
ward to academy status in due 
course.”

PROPOSALS for seven 
new housing estates 
around Northampton 
will lead to 'protests in 
the streets' by angry 
residents, opponents 
have warned. 

The West Northampton¬ 
shire Joint Planning Unit’s 
(JPU) this week released plans 
to allow 11,000 new houses to 
be built in Northampton be¬ 
tween now and 2026. 

The plans include potential 
development sites which are 
already well known, such as 
Buckton Fields, near White- 
hills; Dallington Heath, near 
Kings Heath; and land near 
Collingtree, but they also in¬ 
clude a number of new loca¬ 
tions such as land off Sandy 
Lane, near New Duston, and 
an area between Wootton and 
Hardingstone. 

Roger Kingston from the 
Northants Residents’ Al¬ 
liance, which opposes any 
overdevelopment of the area, 
said many of the sites would 
become the ‘Grange Parks of 
the future’, as they would be 
populated by people who lived 
near Northampton but com¬ 
muted to work and shopped 
outside the town. 

He said: “I don’t think it’s 
right to build what is effec¬ 
tively a new town around the 
edges of an existing town.” 

The plans published by the 
JPU showed 11,000 homes on 
the outskirts of Northamp¬ 
ton, but Daventry would also 
take 2,500, Towcester would 
take a further 2,500 and Brack- 
ley would have 1,760. 

Mr Kingston said: “Places 
like Moulton and Kingsthorpe 


already have terrible traf¬ 
fic problems, and with these 
plans it looks like they’re go¬ 
ing to get worse. 

“And I still don’t understand 
the logic behind the need for 
all these houses. There are 
hundreds of houses for sale 
in the town. 

“I suspect the truth is we’re 
still being used as the over¬ 
spill area for people who re¬ 
ally want to live in London.” 

The leaders of the JPU, 
which is made up of members 
of councils in Northamp¬ 
ton, Daventry and Towces¬ 
ter, pledged no development 
would be carried out without 
improvements to such infra¬ 
structure as roads, schools 
and shops. 

But Mr Kingston said: 
“There are going to be a lot 
of people who are very upset 
about this and I’m sure as it 
goes on, they will take to the 
streets to let people know they 
don’t like it. 

“We’re going to have to 
fight this all the way, because 
unless we attack the politi¬ 
cians who are planning this, 
it will happen, and it’s horri¬ 
ble what they’re thinking of 
doing to Northampton.” 

Opposition also came from 
a number of politicians who 
represent the areas where 
new houses could be built. 

The deputy leader of the 
opposition on Northampton 
Borough Council, Council¬ 
lor Phil Larratt (Con, East 
Hunsbury ) represents an area 
of Collingtree. 

He said: “If there is to be 
development in that area, the 
big question is exactly how 
many houses there will be. 


“We certainly don’t want 
any more traffic pushed 
through East Hunsbury or 
Collingtree because the roads 
are already badly congested.” 

Borough council member, 
Councillor Michael Hill (Con, 
Nene Valley), who represents 
Wootton and Hardingstone, 
where it is planned to build a 
further 1,000 houses, added: “I 
think people will be strongly 
against this, and I’ve always 
said I’ll not support any un¬ 
suitable form of develop¬ 
ment. 

“The concern is not so 
much that the plan would 
join up Wootton and Harding¬ 
stone, but that the consider¬ 
able expansion of Harding¬ 
stone would make the village 
lose its identity and its village 
feel.” 

The figures published by 
the JPU on Monday suggested 
a total of 50,150 houses needed 
to be built in the Northamp¬ 
ton, Daventry and Towcester 
area between 2001 and 2026. 

The number is a significant 
reduction from the 2009 plan, 
when it was suggested a to¬ 
tal of 62,125 new homes was 
needed. 

Of the 50,150 which are now 
planned for the area, a total of 
15,500 have already been built 
and planning permission has 
already been granted for more 
than 13,000 more. 

The number of houses al¬ 
ready built or in the pipeline 
meant the JPU has had to find 
sites for the remaining 21,500 
new properties. 

The leader of the JPU, 
Councillor Chris Millar (Con, 
West Haddon & Guilsborough ) 
said: “Putting these plans to¬ 



gether has been a long jour¬ 
ney 

“We recognise the plans 
we have will have to be deliv¬ 
ered, but we want sustainable 
communities, so the housing 
growth has to be supported 
by the new infrastructure we 
will also need. 

“And without a plan like 
this, we would be subject to 
speculative planning appli¬ 
cations by developers, so it’s 
very important we have a 
plan in place.” 

The expansion plans are 
due to be discussed by mem¬ 
bers of the JPU on January 
31. 

It is expected that they will 
then be put out for public 
consultation by the group be¬ 
tween February and March. 


‘Unpopular but necessary’ 


THE man who led the group which 
put together the latest expansion 
plans admitted they would be unpop¬ 
ular with some people, but said they 
were desperately needed. 

The leader of Daventry District 
Council, Councillor Chris Millar 
(Con, West Haddon & Guilsborough ) 
is also the head of the West North¬ 
amptonshire Joint Planning Unit. 

He said: “Nobody will be happy with 
the whole plan, that’s just a fact of 
life. There will no doubt be some con¬ 
cerns when people see these plans. 

“But we have to explain to people 
why they are required and why the 
jobs they will create are needed.” 

Apart from the plans for new hous¬ 
es the JPU said it expected the expan¬ 
sion to bring 16,000 new jobs to the 


area. The group has not revealed any 
details of where any new schools or 
roads would be built, but they have 
confirmed the proposals do not in¬ 
clude plans for a new hospital. 

Kingsthorpe councillor, Richard 
Church (Lib Dem, Kingsthorpe ), who 
is also a member of the JPU, said 
developments around Kingsthorpe 
would iinclude improvements to the 
notorious Cock Hotel junction. 

He said: “We can’t have develop¬ 
ment without the infrastructure to 
support it. In the past there has been 
some cynicism about what new in¬ 
frastructure there will be, but it has 
to come, so there will have to be im¬ 
provements to the Cock Hotel junc¬ 
tion.” 

Despite being on the edge of North¬ 



ampton, three of the proposed devel¬ 
opment sites around the town are 
technically in Daventry, because they 
are on the northern side of the town’s 
border. 

But Councillor Church dismissed 
claims made by opponents to the ex¬ 
pansion plans, that the new estates 
would be isolated from the town. 

He said: “They will have to be well 
linked to Northampton, because the 
people who live there will view them¬ 
selves as part of the town.” 

The plans will be discussed by 
members of the JPU later this month 
before being put out for public con¬ 
sultation next month.

Wedding ring loss 
‘a great sadness’ 




THE DAUGHTER of an elderly 
woman who died at North¬ 
ampton General Hospital 
has complained to health 
watchdogs about her moth¬ 
er's care, which saw her con¬ 
tract diabetes and lose her 
wedding ring while in the 
hospital. 

Barbara Roberts, aged 89, from 
Moulton, was taken to Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital in December 
2009 with a suspected broken hip. 

She was briefly discharged to 
respite care where she then suf¬ 
fered the effects of the superbug 
C.difficile and was rushed back to 
the hospital. 

The bug led to a blood disorder, 
but after being given drugs by the 
hospital to treat it, she developed 
diabetes. 

In March 2010, she was taken 
back to NGH from a nursing home 
for treatment for a blood clot. 

But her wedding ring went miss¬ 
ing shortly before she died in the 
hospital on April 2, and has never 
been recovered. 

Her daughter, Sheila Smith, said: 
“When I went to see her it was not 
on her ring finger but had been 
taped onto her little finger. A cou¬ 
ple of days later it had gone. It’s 
the cause of enduring sadness. You 
can’t put a price on it and it will 
never turn up now.” 

Mrs Roberts received the wed¬ 
ding ring in 1947 from her husband,

Roberts’ care, including the loss of 
her ring. 

He said: “To ensure this is not 
repeated in the future for any other 
patient, staff now make a note if a 
patients’ ring is loose and inform 
relatives that they should take the 
ring home for safe keeping.” 

After going through the hospital’s 
complaints procedure, Mrs Smith 
said she was still unsatisfied and 
has contacted the Parliamentary 
and Health Service Ombudsman.

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Post-Xmas gym surge 


POST-Christmas guilt has led to 
a surge in the number of people 
using leisure centres in North¬ 
ampton. 

Figures revealed during a meeting 
of Northampton Borough Council last 
night showed the number of people 
using the town’s three council-control- 
led leisure centres in the first weeks 
of January this year was 27 per cent 
higher than during the same period in 
2010. 

The news has been welcomed by 


members of the authority including 
Councillor Tony Clarke (Ind, Castle ) 
who last night asked whether the sud¬ 
den spike in interest in the town’s lei¬ 
sure centres meant they should now 
be spared from being handed over to a 
charitable trust by the council. 

Speaking during Monday night’s 
meeting of the full council at the Guild¬ 
hall, he said: “The council’s budget 
plans show the council will only make 
a saving of £165,000 by handing the 
leisure centres over to a newly created 
trust. 


“So if the use of those leisure centres 
has already gone up by 27 per cent in 
just the first few weeks of January this 
year, surely it’s in this council’s inter¬ 
est to keep them in-house so the author¬ 
ity can keep the income.” 

The council revealed full details of 
its plans to hand the Mounts Baths, 
Lings Forum and Danes Camp leisure 
centre’s over to a trust last week. 

But the council’s cabinet member for 
leisure centres, Councillor Paul Varns- 
verry (.Lib Dem, West Hunsbury ) who 
revealed the increase in the January 


attendance rates, said basing a decision 
to keep the leisure centres in-house on 
that fact alone would not be wise. 

Dismissing the idea, he said: “Unfor¬ 
tunately, that is a totally short-termist 
opinion from Councillor Clarke.” 

The council hopes to set up the new 
leisure centres trust by April 1. 

The authority has said one of the 
main benefits of creating the trust 
would be that it would be able to attract 
funding from outside the council and 
operate like the successful Royal and 
Derngate Theatres trust. 




Call to pay 
council bills 
much faster 

AN INDEPENDENT member of North¬ 
amptonshire County Council has 
launched a campaign to make the au¬ 
thority pay its bills more quickly. 

Councillor Christopher Groome 
(Ind, Burton) has tabled a motion 
which will be debated during a meet¬ 
ing of the full council on Thursday 
afternoon. 

In it, he calls on the authority to 
take extra steps to make sure its bills 
are paid on time, claiming the move 
would help the county’s economy. 

His motion said: “This council, 
mindful of the pressures on local busi¬ 
nesses from delayed cash flow and 
tight credit, commits itself to speeding 
up payments, from Northamptonshire 
County Council, to businesses, thereby 
helping to keep the Northamptonshire 
economy more buoyant than it would 
be under the present system.” 

The motion will be discussed by all 
members of the county council today, 
as will a number of other motions. 

To stand a chance of his motion be¬ 
ing passed, Councillor Groome would 
have to secure the support of the coun¬ 
cil’s leading Conservative group.

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Booze 

deals 

'unfair’ 


THE OWNER of one of 
Northampton town cen¬ 
tre's busiest night-spots 
has warned 'unfair com¬ 
petition' from supermar¬ 
kets is putting business¬ 
es like his in jeopardy. 

Earlier this month, the 
Northamptonshire branch 
of the Campaign for Real Ale 
(CAMRA) revealed a dozen 
pubs in the county had closed 
down in the past year and 
warned more would follow 
because of tough competition 
from supermarkets offering 
cut-price booze deals. 

Now, Marc Sawer, the owner 
of NB’s nightclub in Bridge 
Street, has echoed the warn¬ 
ing, claiming competition 
from supermarkets is making 
it increasingly difficult for 
town centre bars and clubs to 
make ends meet. 

Discussing the impact su¬ 
permarket deals on alcohol 
have on the industry, he said: 
“Over the next 12 to 24 months 
people will see a rapid decline 
in town centre venues, losing 
hundreds of jobs. 

“At our venue in particular, 
if we had to close, which ob¬ 


viously we hope will not hap¬ 
pen, it would affect at least 100 
people. 

“The immediate effect 
would be on our 35 bar staff 
then our five-strong manage¬ 
ment team. After that it would 
then put our 10 doorman and 
our cleaners out of work, to 
name but a few.” 

The businessman also 
claimed the way supermar¬ 
kets were allowed to offer cut 
price deals on alcohol meant 
there was not a level playing 
field in the industry. 

He said: “If I sold alcohol at 
the prices the supermarkets 
do, I’d be in front of the licence 
review board and I’d have my 
licence removed. Not only that 
but we’re already unable to of¬ 
fer certain drinks promotions, 
due to the Government.” 

The chairman of North¬ 
ampton Borough Council’s 
licensing committee, Council¬ 
lor Portia Wilson (Lib Dem, 
Parklands) said: “I think the 
supermarkets get away with 
too much nationally at the mo¬ 
ment. I think that’s because 
the Government is scared of 
them because they are so pow¬ 
erful.”

O SCAR-WINNING writer- 
director Michel Gondry 
has steadfastly refused 
to compromise his creativity on 
the big screen. 

He has conjured some of the 
most memorable and offbeat 
romantic comedies of recent 
times (Eternal Sunshine Of The 
Spotless Mind, The Science Of 
Sleep) as well as a surreal tale of 
video piracy starring Jack Black 
and Mos Def (Be Kind Rewind). 
Alas, Gondry has finally sold 
out with his first foray into the 
hugely competitive arena of 
explosive, big budget blockbust¬ 
ers. 

The Green Hornet resurrects 
the eponymous masked avenger 
from George W Trendle’s popu¬ 
lar radio series and puts him at 
the centre of a flimsy, illogical 
plot and a blitzkrieg of head¬ 
ache-inducing action sequences 
that strain the eyes in 3D.

the credits, you’d seriously 
question whether the quixotic 
French film-maker was really 
the creative dynamo behind this 
clatter of disparate elements. 
The sooner he returns to quirky 
low budget fare that puts char¬ 
acters and story before specta¬ 
cle, the better. 

Media magnate James Reid 
(Tom Wilkinson) dies from 
an allergic reaction to a bee 
sting, leaving his empire to his 
wastrel son, Britt (Seth Rogen), 
a mainstay of the city’s hedonis¬ 
tic party scene. 

The son forges an unlikely 
friendship with his father’s 
driver, Kato (Jay Chou), and 
together they fight crime on the 
city streets. 

In his guise as The Green 
Hornet, Britt strikes fear 
into the heart of the under¬ 
world controlled by Benjamin 
Chudnofsky (Christoph Waltz), 
aided by Kato and his seemingly 
indestructible car, The Black 
Beauty 

Sexy new secretary Lenore 
Case (Cameron Diaz), who has 


a degree in criminology, proves 
a valuable ally in stoking the 
mythology of The Green Hornet 
to splash across the front pages. 
Unfortunately, Britt under¬ 
estimates the determination 
of Chudnofsky, who intends 
to swat the masked heroes 
and seize back control of Los 
Angeles. 

The Green Hornet lacks cohe¬ 
sion, clumsily teeing up set 
pieces which include a ridicu¬ 
lous chase around the newspa¬ 
per offices. 

Kato’s own version of bul¬ 
let-time fighting, flooring his 
adversaries in slow motion, is 
visually appealing but turns out 
to be the film’s only directorial 
flourish. 

Britt is deeply unlikeable - oaf¬ 
ish, crude and deeply selfish, 
he doesn’t possess any common 
sense and we spend the entire 
film praying unkindly that 
someone will slap that smug 
grin off Rogen’s face. 

Chou is tolerable as the sidekick

Chinese State Circus Review 


WATCHING superhero films, it 
would be easy to fall into the 
trap of thinking that no one 
could actually move like Super¬ 
man or Spiderman in real life.

Audience members were on 
the edge of their seats as the 
intrepid Shaolin Warriors broke 
pieces of what looked like metal 
over their own heads, carried 
out lightning displays of martial 
arts and balanced their bodies 
on spears. 

Other brilliant acts included 
the 'bench balancers,' an act

which saw one female performer 
lie on her back with legs in the 
air while another girl balances a 
growing tower of benches on her 
feet. By the end of the act the 
tower is almost 30 feet tall, all 
the time being supported by the 
all-powerful legs of one woman. 

One of my highlights was 
watching one group of girls on 
unicycles. Not only were the 
unicycles about four or five feet 
tall, but the girls often had to 
ride them with just one leg while 
tipping dishes onto their heads 
with their other legs. 

Although a few of the dishes 
were dropped, the amount that 
the troupe achieved was amaz¬ 
ing. 

One beautiful act in the 
circus was the display on silks, 
performed by one couple who 
swung themselves around the 
set, while suspended from the 
ceiling by strips of silk. 

With more than a few heart¬ 
stopping moments, the Chinese 
State Circus has plenty to keep 
audiences enthralled and is well 
worth a visit.

Volkswagen Passat- j Road Test by Jonathan Crouch 

Is this upmarket enough to 
tempt the Mondeo driver? 


T HINK of a big-selling Volkswa¬ 
gen and almost inevitably your 
mind will drift to the Beetle or 
the Golf. But the ever youthful 
and newly invigorated Passat is 
doing a fair job of catching up and 
this seventh generation picks up 
the baton with its predecessors 
already having notched up 15mil- 
lion sales in 37 years and with 
Volkswagen intent on getting the 
Passat past the 20million barrier. 

Today’s Passat is a thoughtful 
kind of car. Though it may be one 
of those models that is all too easy 
to lose in a car park, you’ve got to 
love the Volkswagen designer who 
came up with the idea of a rear 
end you can open with your hands 
full. Walk towards the back of the 
car with the “smart” key fob in 
pocket, arms filled with shopping 
bags or two 24-packs of beer, wave 
your foot under the rear bumper 
and hey presto - the boot opens! 

It’s the sort of ingenuity that 
has helped Volkswagen sell mil¬ 
lions and millions of Passats, in 
more than 100 countries, since the 
car was launched almost four dec¬ 
ades ago. This model is jammed 
with such little bits of genius - 
like massaging seats and a system 
that warns you if you are about to 
nod off at the wheel. Or opt for 
the Park Assist and the 
car will even park 
itself. At heart, 
the car 


is about as solid a piece of reli¬ 
able German engineering as you 
could ever hope to meet. As for the 
understated bit, well for this car’s 
loyal followers, that’s all part of 
its appeal. 

Those with an eye on running 
costs will want the fuel-miserly 1.6 
litre TDI diesel, but there’s a wide 
choice of other engine options. 
The familiar 2.0-litre TDI, which 
comes with 140 PS or 170 PS, will 
doubtless be popular. And unlike 
other Mondeo-sized medium 
sector rivals, Volkswagen still 
thinks there’s a future in this seg¬ 
ment for petrol power, so there’s 
a decent choice of petrol engines 
- a 122 PS 1.4-litre TSI, a 160 PS 
1.8-litre TSI and a 210 PS 2.0-litre 
unit. Top of the petrol heap is the 
300 PS 3.6-litre V6. 

For the most part, this is not the 
car for the adrenalin junkie. The 1.6 
litre TDI for instance, takes around 
12 seconds to get you to 62mph from 
a standing start, though the more 
sprightly 2.0 litre TSI will cut that 
to eight seconds. Except for the 105 
PS 1.6 TDI diesel, this Passat can 
be specified with a choice either of 
manual transmission or the highly 
regarded DSG gearbox which can 


change gears faster than an For¬ 
mula One pilot while also cutting 
fuel use and emissions. 

Plus, if your growing family or 
your job as a sales rep has forced 
you into the Passat but you still 
yearn for the sprightliness of 
the Golf GTI, you can opt for the 
Volkswagen’s XDS electronic trans¬ 
verse differential. The driving feel 
is far more responsive with XDS 
as it reduces understeer and gives 
greater traction in the wet. The feel 
of the drive is further enhanced by 
the rear suspension being isolated 
by subframes which cut noise levels 
in the cabin and make for a much 
more comfortable ride. 

This seventh generation model 
has a more up-market look with 
trendy LED running lights, 
chrome to the rear on the bumper 
and a muted yet distinctively 
different look that reflects the fact 
that, except for the roof, every 
single body panel on the car is re¬ 
designed. Many lessons have been 
learnt in developing the luxury 
Phaeton saloon and these have 
been applied to this car. Things 
like sound deadening materials 
built into the dash and doors and 
special acoustic film embedded in 
the front win¬ 
dows. 


Inside, the changes include new 
door trims and seats, high-end ma¬ 
terials and ambience lighting for a 
plush, distinctly quality feel. The 
Passat is not just about cosseting 
comfort though. It is, as the engine 
range and mpg figures suggest, a 
very practical and sensible sort 
of chap and its cavernous carry¬ 
ing capacity underline this. The 
saloon version gives you 565 litres 
of boot space, but you can almost 
double that to 1,001 litres once the 
rear seats are folded down. For 
true space though, go for the estate 
which swallows as much as 1,731 
litres of anything you want to 
throw in. 

This Passat will be similarly 
priced to its predecessor, with 
most models priced in the 19,000 
to 27,000 bracket. Volkswagen 
likes to think that this car’s sta¬ 
tion is slightly above similarly- 
sized Ford Mondeos and Vauxhall 
Insignias and more in keeping 
with cars like Honda’s Accord. 
Maybe even edging up towards 
compact executive saloon wan¬ 
nabes like Alfa Romeo’s 159 or 
Saab’s 9-3. 

The Passat comes in various 
levels of trim: S, SE and 
Sport. Additional equip¬ 
ment added to this range 
over the outgoing model 
includes an iPod interface 
Ld leather multifunc¬ 
tion steering wheel 


for the S model. All Passats are fit¬ 
ted with six airbags, ABS (anti-lock 
braking system), ESP (Electronic 
Stabilisation Programme) and 
WOKS (whiplash-optimised head 
restraints) as standard. A driver 
alert system fitted on plusher mod¬ 
els uses sensors and warning beeps 
to tell you if you’re beginning to 
feel drowsy and should stop for a 
break and a Red Bull. There’s also 
a radar-guided city braking system 
that will automatically brake the 
car if it detects you are approach¬ 
ing a slowing or stopped vehicle too 
quickly 

The Passat name is a familiar 
one but in its seventh generation 
guise, the model shows no signs 
of relinquishing its position as 
a quality choice in the Mondeo- 
dominated medium range sector. 
Volkswagen has done a neat trick 
with this latest incarnation by load¬ 
ing it with hi-tech equipment and 
gadgetry until now only seen on 
their much more expensive models. 

In true Volkswagen style, no 
detail, no matter how small, has 
been overlooked. Just as you 
would expect from a Passat.

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Cobblers weigh up striking options 


THE Cobblers are exploring 
their options in the trans¬ 
fer market after striker 
Calvin Zola’s U-turn this 
week. 

The Congolese forward 
had agreed terms at Six- 
fields and had even gone 
through a medical at the 
club at the back end of last 
week. 

But Zola was also speak¬ 
ing to Burton Albion at the 
time, and on Tuesday opted 
for a switch to the Pirelli 
Stadium on a three-year 


deal for an initial fee of 

£ 20 , 000 . 

The 26-year-old, who 
bagged 18 goals for Crewe 
Alexandra last term, made 
his choice based on geogra¬ 
phy - Burton is closer to his 
family home in the Wirral 
than Northampton. 

And it is understood that, 
in terms of target men, 
Zola was not the club’s first- 
choice recruit, and that the 
player top of the list re¬ 
mains available to the club 
and open to negotiations. 


What Zola’s arrival at 
Burton may now do, though, 
is speed the exit from there 
of manager Ian Sampson’s 
number one transfer target 
of the month, Shaun Har- 
rad. 

Burton boss Paul Pe- 
schisolido has given up 
hope of keeping the 13-goal 
striker and the Cobblers are 
keen to accelerate the deal 
to bring him to Sixfields to¬ 
day. 

And they are also likely 
to step up their pursuit of 


a target man with a view to 
adding to the squad in time 
for Saturday’s home game 
against Oxford United (ko 
3pm). 

Zola, meanwhile, hinted 
that his choosing Burton 
was a decision based on 
location, but also said the 
fact that Brewers boss Pe- 
schisolido was a striker 
played a part. 

“I had a quite a few clubs 
after me, but obviously I 
think I’ve made the right 
choice,” he said. 


“I had to consider a lot of 
things and I took the time 
to think about it and talk it 
over with friends and fam¬ 
ily. 

“A lot of things have im¬ 
pressed me, too many to 
speak about it once really, 
but what stands out the 
most for me is that the club 
is going places. 

“It is going forward, it 
has a great ground for the 
league and a great training 
ground. 

“What impresses me also 


is the manager, who I have 
the utmost respect for, and 
as a player having a manag¬ 
er who was a striker is very 
good thing. 

“That can only help 
me at times when I need 
it, and when you put all 
those things together I 
think it is the right move 
for me.” 

The Cobblers played 
Andy Holt as a lone striker 
as they went down to a 1-0 
defeat at Gillingham last 
Saturday. 


Hunter’s 
backing 
Digger for 
England 


FORMER Lions and 
Saints winger Ian Hunt¬ 
er says size should not 
count against pocket 
rocket Paul Diggin when 
it comes to challenging 
for England honours. 

Diggin is the top try-scorer 
in Europe after bagging four 
against Edinburgh last week 
and has notched 12 in 14 
games this season, with four 
in eight appearances in the 
Aviva Premiership. 

This season’s return comes 
after finishing the 2008/09 sea¬ 
son as the joint top English 
try-scorer in the Premiership 
with nine alongside Mark 
Cueto. 

Diggin was crowned sup¬ 
porters player of the year that 
season, but recognition from 


England has been thin on the 
ground. 

Being just 5ft 8in and 13st, 
Diggin might not fit the mod¬ 
ern dimensions of an interna¬ 
tional winger, but Hunter, who 
won seven caps for England, 
believes he has other assets 
that should be looked at. 

“The England coaches 
will look at how they want 
to play the game and what 
sort of player they require 
on the wing, but it should not 
be purely down to size,” said 
Hunter, who scored two tries 
for England on his debut at 
Wembley against Canada. 

“It should be about all the 
qualities he brings. There are 
advantages to being Diggin’s 
size. Being smaller you can 
dance out of situations better, 
get off the mark quicker and 


be more agile on your feet.” 

England’s record try-scorer, 
Rory Underwood, was a simi¬ 
lar build to Diggin. He stood 
at 5ft 8in and weighed 13st and 
ran in 50 tries in 91 caps. 

Hunter played alongside 
Underwood for England, and 
went on to the 1993 British Li¬ 
ons tour of New Zealand with 
the record-breaking Royal Air 
Force pilot, only to dislocate 
his shoulder in the first game 
against North Harbour, which 
ended his tour and eventually 
led to his retirement in 1999. 

“Back in the early 1990s 
wingers were built like that,” 
said Hunter. “Underwood 
was stocky and small, but by 
the end of the 1990s after the 
game went professional in 
1995 wingers were bigger. 

“In the modern game there

are more collisions and a lot 
more phases, so the bigger 
players can force gaps. 

“But the fundamentals of 
the game are the same; the 
ability to create space, the 
ability to pass and receive the 
ball and exploit those gaps.” 

Diggin was called up to the 
England Saxons squad by Jim 
Mallinder in 2007, but has not 
been mentioned since. 


Hunter feels Diggin just has 
to keep playing consistently 
well to turn the head of Eng¬ 
land boss Martin Johnson. 

“You have just got 
to keep going,” said Hunter. 

“He has got to keep his 
head down, working hard and 
maintain his self-belief. The 
top players don’t have just one 
outstanding game, they do it 
week in, week out, that’s what 


will get him noticed by Eng¬ 
land.” 

Saints are in France this 
Saturday night to take on Cas- 
tres in their final Heineken 
Cup group game. Mallinder’s 
men have won five out of five 
so far, but still need a win to 
guarantee a home quarter¬ 
final, although a bonus point 
defeat may be enough depend¬ 
ing on other results.
